Society Is No Less Stirred by His 
Refusal to Accept’ Membership of 
the Chevy Chase Club.

~ WASHINGTON, Feb. . 27. 
Wash on is greatly stirred by the re- 
ported inclination of Gov. Wilson to visit 
the Capitol frequently after he is Presi- 
dent and use the President’s room there 
for consultations with Senators and Rep- 
resentatives. Such a departure will be 
in line with the practice Mr. Wilson has 
followed -as Governor of New Jersey :in 
going to the very doors of-the legislative 
chambers to press bills in which he was 
interested,’ The possibility has occasioned 
much secret alarm and considerable open 
opposition at both ends, of the Capitol 
to-day. : 

Coincident With this excitement.at the 


‘ciety circles by Mr. Wilson’s refusal to 
become an honorary member of the Chevy 
Chase Club, to which both Presidents 
Taft and Roosevelt belonged. These two 
departures from precedent are making 
Washington, wonder in what other direc- 
ti6n’ the coming President will strike a 
new line. 

The ‘President’s room is for ordinary 
purposes a part of the Senate lobby. Sena- 
tors lounge in it when the Marble Room 
is crowded and receive callers there. Only 
on one day in each session does it become 
properly the President's room; that is on 
the last day of the session, when the 
President visits the Capitol with his 
Cabinet to expedite the final business of 
the session by signing bills as fast as 
they. can be engrossed. Between times it 
is one of the show places for tourists. 


Fear Executive Interference. 


The use of this room for informal con- 
ferences betweén the President and mem- 


bers’ of Congress would enable a freer 
interchange between the legislative and 
executive branches of the Government 
than has existed since the Government 
was founded. 

Democratic... Congressmen, , many of 
whom are warm supporters of Gov.. Wil- 
son, have ot recent -years condemned 
what they «called. executive’ usurpation; 
and the growing influence of the White 
House upon . legislation. Now that, Mr. 
‘Wilson -is credited with planning a more 
direct influence on ‘legislation than even 
President. Roosevelt attempted, .a. few con- 
tinue to criticise the tendency, while 
others coniment guardedly. or~ vaguely 
hat the President will be welcome at the 
apitol.

HORSE RACING TO 
BE REVIVED IN JUNE 


Four New York Tracks to Open 
Their Gates for the Sum- 
mer Season. 


UNDER CO-OPERATIVE. PLAN

here will be horse racing on four New 
York tracks next Summer under the juris- 
dictign of The Jockey Club. While this 
announcement’ did net come officially 
from any of the racing associations, it 
bears the stamp of authority from -an 
official of The Jockey Club, which is suf- 
ficient indication that the sport will be 
resumed here after the Spring meetings 
are held on the courses in Maryland ana‘ 
Virginia, which will. close on May 20. lt 
is expected that recjng will begin.on one 
of the Long Island tracks early in June. 

All that remains:to be done now is for 
the vatious track directors to agree on a 
schedule of racing time. The sport will 
be.confined to a few courses, and the 
ones that have been chosen are Belmont 
Park, the home of the Westchester Racing 
Association; Aqueduct, the nome of the 
Queens County Jockey Club; Yonkers, 
where the Empire City Racing Associa- 
tion holds its meeting, and Saratoga 
Springs. This schedule .woul@ take the 
sport up to the end of August and the suc- 
cess that attends the scheme up to that 
time will determine whether or not there 
are Fall meetings. 

To firmly establish the sport again ub 
has been decided thatthe same scheme 
that wag, tried so. successfully in 1940 will 
be revived. That year the racing was 
conducted on ‘a co-operative or subscrip- 
tion plan. A-fund was raised by the vari 
ee tions, and they all. share 
‘losses ‘and * profits alike.:.The nanayers 
‘this-Pear do not éxpeet. any D ofits, 8 
they will share the . expense. & : 
tions will be asked from eae |e 
breeders, turfmen, and lovers of the sport 
generally, and with this fund the sport 
will be revived. ~ 

This scheme was talked of at the meet- 
ing held Wednesday in the offices of The 
Jockey Club, ,but owing to the absenée 
of several of the officials of racing as» 
sociations no definite announcement was 
made of the plan. There will be another 
meeting within a short time. when ways 
and means will.be gone into carefully, but 
all that remains now is to. settle the de- 
tails and dnnounce the dates, 

No doubt exists of the ability to raise 
@ fund that would make certain a good 
peanen. of.sport. When the call went out 
in 1 the response was so libéral that 
that at the end cf the racing year there 
was no one racing association that had 
been badly hurt, though the sport was 
conducted at a loss. 

A ey iy, oes The Jockey Club, in speak- 
ing.of the proposed plans for the Fee aby 
season, said that he wished to corre 
the erroneous idea that The Jockey Chis 
had direct control over the acts of the 
associations. Fhe Jockey Club, he ‘said, 
cannot say whether or not there shall be 
racing. . That is a matter for the Direc- 
tors to jdecide themselves. »The decision 
that has been. handed down by the Ap- 
pellate Division of the Supreme Court 
has very clearly established the rights 
of the associations, ‘and there is surely no 
legal barrier to their conducting - their 
meetings. 

Asked if he thought there would be any 
trouble ‘arise a resumptien of the 
sport, he‘said: No, The Appellate Di- 
vision clearly dame the law and no 
— could. go .beyond that decis- 
on 

The reason advanced for not naming 
Sheepshead Bay- and Gravesend in the 
list of tracks, to operate under the co- 
operative plan is that both are under a 
heavy expense, and the season that ‘is 
looked. forward to would be easily taken 
care of at the courses selected. 

This same member of The Jockey Club 
said that under the proposed pla for 
the season nothing in the nature of open 
betting would be countenanced. The vari- 
ous courses will be carefully policed, and 
inf every respect the sport will be kept 
strictly within the law. It f& expecteds 
that for a time it, will be hard to edu- 
cate the public to that order. of. things, 
but. it is contended that there are enough, 
real sportsmen left to make certain the 
support of racing for its own sake. 

With the return of racing under these 
conditions it will mean that the day of 
the big prizes has gone by. .Thé horse- 
men will have to be content to race for 
moderate purses,,. though they will doubt- 
less be the equal-of any that are now of- 
fered in the councry.* In this connection 
the horsemen have shown that they are 
willing to remain loyal and be content 
with half a loaf -as_ their: contribution 
toward the rehabilitation of the sport. .

OFFICIAL ANSWERS SULZER 


Denies Charges Were Made Against 
Benham—Scott Demands Sifting 
of Prison Department.

ALBANY, . Feb. 27.—Steps were taken 
by’ Gov. Sulzer late this afternoon appar- 
ently looking to criminal charges: against

He also, after receiving. a prelimi- 
nary ‘report from the commission, ‘sent a 
letter to Col. Joseph F. PSeott, State Su- 
perintendent of Prisons, commanding him

Antohio Hidalgo, formerly Governor 
of Tlaxicala, who rebelled against Gen. 
Huerta, was captured to-day by Com- 
mandant Cruse Guerrero. He will be 
judged summarily. 

Emissaries' from: Gen. Zapata. con- 
ferred with President Huerta to-day to 
arrange terms for Zapata’s adhesion. 
The Minister of the Interior said to- 
night: 

“The Government desires that all the 
wholesome elements of the republic 
shall co-operate with it, and to obtain 
this end it will respect State rights and 
take no: hand-in internal affairs, nor 
will it make. impositions. The Govern- 
ment will not adopt an exclusiveist pol- 
icy, and there are means by’ which it 
hopes. to calm the spirits of all-in a 
short ‘time, but if in.some States there 
may. be elements..of disorder,‘the .Gov- 
ernment will use al its energy to re-es- 
tablish peace.” 

Gov.. Carranza of the State of Coa- 
huila to-day, through emissaries,, rec- 
ognized the Huerta Government. He 
explained that.his delay was due to the 


Jaction of the. Legislature, which invited

Daily News Suspects That Powerful 
Interests Disliked Madero.

. LONDON, Friday, Feb. 28—An edito- 
Wial in The Daily News entitled “ The 
Mexican Murders and After” says: 

“Very strange is the way in which 
America, by which one’ means the 
4 American press and the American pub- 
lic men, are taking the Diaz-Huerta 
murders. While Madero was alive 
America was threatening intervention 
if he killed any one. While Madero was 
still holding his own against the rebels 
the American press was demanding in- 
tervention. Now that Madero is’ dead, 
the “American Ambassador in Mexico 
announces, that. he :is, satisfied, that Diaz |.- 
and Huerta had nothing: to do with the} 
affair, and declares that the early es- 
tablishment ‘of peace throughout Mex- 


ico is certain, while all talk of interven- 


tion suddenly dies out. in the press. 
This swift change of sentiment is 
strange enotigh to: invite inquiry; and 
-will hardly bear4inquiry. The American 
Ambassador in Mexico doubtless, like 
the rest of the world, has trusted offi- 
cial accounts for the truth. 

“On the death of Madero the Mexican 
Government issued two stories, each 
contradicting :the other. and. neither one 
credible. The American -Ambassador 
who can swallow either or both must 
at best be a véry naive person. Again, 
although we strongly’ denied that there 
was any right. on the part of the 
United States to intervene in Mexico, 
we are still at liberty to.ask why Amer- 
ican journalist who pressed such a/right 
should be convinced that intervention: 
is no longer necessary, by reason of a 
series of. ferocious murders which do 
not bring peace obyiously nearer. We 
shall not be -thought too suspicious if 
we conclude that very powerful inter- 
ests in the ‘United States welcomed the 
fall of Madero and the succession in 
office of the Diaz-Huerta gang. There 
is no clear evidence, that.these-American 
inter financed the coup d’état, but 
its is plain euough that their approval 
of it is not at all qualified by the ac- 
companying. murders.

GEN. CARTER IN GALVESTON. 


Thinks Massing of Troops There Is 
Only a Big Manoeuvre.

GALVESTON, Feb. Y7.—Major- Gen. 

Carter. in command of the 
Fourth; Fifth, and Sixth Brigades, con- 
stituting the Second Division of the re- 
organized United States Army, arrived 
kere this afternoun.

POR FRANCE’S ARMY| 


Ministers . of War and Finance 
Ask. Parliament to Vote That 
Sum immediately. 


GERMANY WANTS $50,000,000 


She Also Is Increasing Her Army, and 
‘the Sum Demanded Is Exclusive 
of Estimates for Air Fleet. 


PARIS, Feb. 27.—The French Parlia- 
ment is asked to appropriate immediately 
$100,000,000 for ‘the renewal and increase 
of armaments and war materials. - This 
request is made by the Ministers of War 
and Finance in a memorandum attached 
to: the Government’s Army Dill. 

The two Ministers declare that recent 
wars have shown convincingly that a na- 
tion’s means of defense should be kept 
abreast of the progress of science and 
tnilitary art. Any inferiority in this re- 
spect, they say, would ‘tbe most difficult 
to remedy during a war. 

It is estimated that France will require 
in all $127,000,000 for these objects, but 
authority is now asked to spend only 
$100,000,000 of this amount, spread over 
five years. ‘

New Feature of Service, with Insur- 
’ ance, to be Introduced July 1. - 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27.—On\ July 1 
next the collect-on-delivery feature will 
be added’ to:the Parcel Post Department 
of. the Postal Service of the country. An 
order putting this into effect -was. to-day 
signed by Postmaster General Hitchcock. 

Under ‘the appraved regulations a par- 
cel bearing the required amount of parcel 
post stamps may be- sent anywhere in 
‘the country, and the amount due fromthe 
purchaser collected and remitted by the 
Post Office Department. The regula- 
tions provide that the parcel must “pear 
the amount due from the addressee, and 
the. collection will be made if the amount 
is not in excess of $100. The fee will 
10 cents, to be affixed by the sender, 
parcel post stamps. This also. ‘will an 
sure the parcel to an amount not to ex- 
| ceed $50. 

This feature was not provided when 
the parcel post system was put in opera- 
tion because it was desired to simplify 
the work of Postmasters as muchas pos- 
sible in the first days of the service.

The report contains about 75,000 words 
and is accempanied by two bills making 
Tecommendations to correct abuses and | 
evils which the committee says it has 
discovered. The report will be accom, 
panied by charts, which seek to show that 
the firm of J. P. Morgan & Co., the First ' 
National Bank, the National City Bank, 
the Bankers’ Trust Company, and the 
Guaranty Trust Company are the centres 
ef the alleged concentration of money 
and credit-in New York City. 

A representative of the firm of J. P. 
Morgan & Co. visited the room of the 
committee to-day and delivered to Chair- 
fi Pujo a letter from ,that banking 

rm. 

The letter enters a neral denial of 
the ‘existence or possibility of a money 
trust. It was sent in response to an 
invitation from the committee. Mr. Puijo 
explained that he had tendered the invi- 
tation to J. P. Morgan & Co. on Jan. 27. 

On receiving the letter Mr. Pujo sent a 
reply saying that the committee had 
been at work on its report nearly a 
month, and the letter. had ‘‘ manifestly 
come ido late to be of value.”’ 

Samuel Untermyer’s retention as coun- 
gel for the Money Trust Committee came 
in for sharp condemnation on the floor 
of the House to-day. Representative Mar-\ 
tin of South Dakota attacked the appoint- 
ment of Untermyer and the entire conduct 
of the investigation. 
~ ““"Phis committee,’’ he said, ‘“‘ has en- 
aged in‘an Untermyer investigation and 
8S now preparing an Untermyer report.’’ 
Representative Moore of Pennsylvania 
said that the entire scheme of Democratic 
nvestigation was “ bunk pure and simple.”

Louis D. Brandeis as counsel for the Shoe 
Trust Investigating Committee and also 
the employment of Untermyer. , ey 

“‘Mr. Untermyer has. been taken by the 
Democrats,” said Mr. Moore, “as their

Dear Sir: 

You have jnvited us to supplement the 
recent inquiry of your committee by pre- 
senting “‘ such considerations as may oc- 
cur tO you (us) bearing upon the ques- 
tion of concentration and control of mon- 
ey and credit.” : 

In presenting such considerations we 
find it necessary to revert to the original 
Preamble and House Resolution No. 504, 
under which your committee acts and at 
the .outset to suggest that, in the main, 
the. condjttons. describéd. in the preamble 
and resolution, as possibly existing and 
as calling for investigation and remedy, 
do not and can not-exist in this or in 
any other country. We would suggest 
further, with the utmost respect, that a 
large part of the valuable time of your 
committee, in our belief, has been con- 
BRumed in an. endeavor to piece out a 
certain theory.as to money and credit, 
which theory it will be impossible ever 
to demonstrate}; for its establishment fe, 
and always will be, prevented by eco- 
nomic laws which have operated ever 
since the beginning of -barter and trade. 

We suggest to you that such ills—and 
they are neither few nor trifling—as are 

‘ existent in this country’s financial af- 

fairs are the outcome. of a clumsy and 

outworn banking system rather than of 
the schemes of men; and that to. eradi- 
cate such ffls at their source, there is 
need not legislation upon some one or 

more isolated .symptoms, but rather a 

careful diagnosis of our whole banking 

system; a study of the successful sys- 
tems. of: other countries which for de- 
cades ,have been free from ‘the periodic: 

“penics which have, distressed this coun- 

ry;,,and finally_co-operation among all 
committees in Congress which consider 
this subject, to the one end of wise and 
comprehensive—as contrasted. with piece- 
meal—legislation. 

In the following considerations, which 
we offer with respect and with an earn- 
est desire to co-operate with your com- 
mitteé, we have not hesitated to quote 
from. and comment upon the resolution 
under which your committee has acted, 
the language, of that resolution in its 
assumptions being so extraordinary, and 
in its intimations so unprecedented, as 
to call for especial examination, But 
again we must beg you to believe that 
the. offered comment and suggestion are 
given with due respect and use of 
our profound conviction of the impor- 
tance of the whole general subject. { 

In the statement submitted to you at 
the. close of his testimony by Mr. H. P. 

avison of our firm, we véntured to 
point out to you that such ‘‘concentra- 
tion” as has taken place in New York 
and other financial centres has been due, 
not to the purposes and activities of men,

in the idea that, in whole or in any 
part, the financial convulsion of 1907 
was brought on through the design of 
any man or mén. 


Pantie Not Engineered. 
No one will deny that men frequent- 
ly are selfish, ambitious,-and reckless, 


but in order to sustain the theory that 
the panic of 1907 was “ engineered.” 
ene must attribute to the “engineers” 
mot only the power, but sdme motive 
for their assumed achievements. And 
by no process of reasoning can such 
motive be imagined, because of the 
fact that the men possessing even a 
fraction of the influence and resources 
attributed to them always are the ones 
holding the largest amounts of fixed 


cial conditions, alway suffer most 
severely. : 

It is a fact that those individuals, 
private bankers and banks: to whom 
alone apparently, by the langage of 
the preamble, is] attributed the power 
‘to create, avert, and compose panics,” 
were the onesto suffer most by the 
severe ‘shrinkai in security values, 
such-losses—ag the ptiblic records will 
in many cases Fb ey a into 
many millions of dollars. It is impos- 
sible, therefore, to’ imagine a motive 
on the ‘part of such persons as would 
lead to a campaign of self-destruction. 

Furthermore, our observation was 
that such individuals 
as were, fortunate enough, when the 
panic was rdging, and when security. 
prices were at their lowest, to hold any

It ‘has often been observed that Mr. 
Morgan aided actively and effectively in 
the efforts to ‘“ compose” the panic of 
1907.

If we have dwelt with more circum-

This question is of such im- 
portance that’ there must be general 
ere’ that the time of your committee 
did not serve for thé exhaustive study 
of the subject, which you undoubtedly 
desired, neluding testimony from 
enough diverse sources to show you 
the exact situation. 
On this matter we are pleased to 
submit certain. considerations which, 
we are confident, are, borne out /by. the 
facts: rst,,in general and ovér a 
nee of time, the sale of such secur- 
ties is invariably subject to the com- 
etition. of market conditions. We 
have not heard of an instance where 
any corporation failed Ao. secure the 
‘ Danotst of-a price for its issues as ex- 
cellent as conditions at the time war- 
ranted.

the safety of such investments? 

Persons who decry the close rela-, 
tions existing between the bankers} 
and\the great transportation and in- 
dustrial Guninesses fail to perceive 
that, as individuals require the advice 
of lawyers and physicians, so great 
enterprises require financial diagnos- 
ticians who can give counsel as to the 
world’s investment markets, as_ to 
what form of securities is best adapt- 
able for any wiven time, as to what, 
financial policy for the corporation is 
best calculated to command the con- 
fidence and the steady support of the 
investor, 

One phase of a far different feeling 
at present to be noted in America, 
finds repeated expression in the Pre- 
amble and Resolution to the effect 
that financial groups have “control 
over the aforesaid railroads, industrial 
corporations, and moneyed _ institu- 
tions, &c.;” that such an influence is 
exerted powerfully over the officers 
and management of: such institutions, 
and that such’ influence is exerted 
primarily for the benefit of the in- 
dividuals. Persons that accept such 
a belief must fail to realize that no 
corporation could long survive if the 
operations of the corporation and the 
freedom of its officers were interfered 
with by Directors desiring to serve 
selfish interests. The success of an 
enterprise depends largely upon the 
ability and zeal of its officers exerted 
independently of any interest except 
jthat of the enterprise itself.. Any at- 
:tempt by Directors were to their 
own ends would result either in the 
ruining of the business, were the of- 
i ficers to yield up weir independence; 
‘or. in the prompt resignation of such 
| officers if they were men of char- 
‘acter. And since when, it may be 
ijasked, has the ownership of stock 
{meant the ownership of men? 


: The. Question of Safety. 

A distinction which one line of your in-’ 
;quiry sought to establish was that as to 
| the relative safety of banks and banking 


houses as depositaries. Your inquiries on 
_this point, although purely tentative and 
i without attempt to cite any records which 
might bear upon the subject, left the im- 
pression that you doubted the wisdom of 
permitting corporn ane to select as depos- 
itaries for their funds private bankers as 
‘well as banks. This is a matter of less 
grave concern to the pupil than many 
points having,;to do-with the fundamental 
character of ourybanking laws, and our 
opfmions on this particular topic are likely 
to be accepted with considerable reserve. 
Yet it may be of value to inquire whether 
experience offers any data going to show 
i that incorporated banks have proved them- 
| Selves, in’ structure or in practice, more 
impregnable from. failure than private 
banks. Incorporated banks possess, from 
the depositor’s point of view, such safe- 
guards a8 are extended by existing meth- 
ods of State supervision. And the Na- 
tional Bank act wisely provides that, in 
the event of a bank’s failure, the share- 
holders shall be liable to the extent of 
twice the amount of the capital stock. 
With private banks, however, the liability 
for the funds of depositors is unlimited, 
and the total private means of seach part- 
ner are subject to the firm’s obligations. 
From the early days of banking all over 
the world until about seventy-five years 
ago the rule was that the community used 
private bankers as their chief deposita- 
ries. Then. came in,.though not without 
eat public opposition, the pian of creat- 
ng .banks as s $k corporations with the 
very purpose of eg te risks of the 
owners. of these banking corporatians. 
Strong as such institutions have proved\to 
be, it may be said with some reason that

h view of these facts we submit that 
in this matter it would be wise to secure 
evidence from all large cities, bearing 
upon the benefits or the actual dangers 
shown by experience, before proposing 
any law, the effect of which automati- 
cally-might be to deprive’ inter-State cor- 
porations from exercising their best judg- 
ment, as to where they May prudently 
extend credit. In essence, if a corpora- 
tion ‘is to be Frontoivea from extending 
a credit of $100,000 to a banking house 
which, it has reason to believe, can re- 
turn that credit upon demand, why should 
the law not be invoked to prevent it ex- 
tending. merchandise ,credit of similar 
amount to some solvent customer?

Mutiny © and. insolence on the -Part.of 
some of the men in the, minor combina-//, 
tions: was the cause of Mr. Courtney’s de- 
cisive action. On account of ‘the barge 
canal operations in the inlet, which had 
caused the shifting of thé boathouse’ to a 
new. location,. it: was found that only 
twenty ’Varsity oarsmen could be accom- 
modated there when the inlet opens and 
practice on the water begins. / 

Courtney, however, arranged with the 
Intercollege Association to house ail of the 
other combinations, and ‘he ’ proposed Mae 
have them row as ’Varsity and fresh: 
candidates and be coached by him an by 
Coach Hoyle, the only . difference -being 
that they would not be quartered in the 
'Varsity crew room. The only, condition 
imposed was that they register for the 
intercollege crews and pay $1- fee.

The latest news from Mexico fs as 
encouraging as could be hoped for. We 
are -hearing nothing further of ““ re- 
prisals.”. The reports of the assasgina- 
tion of two of Mapgrd’s. brothers have 
not been verified. The new amnesty 
law indicates that the Provisional: Pres- 


quick -action, who desires. to: restore 
peace with as little resort to severe 
méasures as possible: To be sure, the 
ill-fated MaprRo also promised amnesty 
‘to All rebéls who surrendered within a 
specified time. and none surrendered, 
but. his-.Government was obviougly 
weak from first to last, while HUERTA’s 
thus far has seemed strong.

The music of ‘* Cyrano”. is .undobtedly 
composed with skill, with verve, and. in 
many parts with spontaneity. It cannot 
be called music of inspiration, of original- 
ity, or, in the highest sense, of wer. 
Undoubtedly there is often a feellng of 
reminiscence; and yet the reminiscérce- 
hunter would often, though not always, 
have’ difficulty in ie ees his finger on 
the precise origin, of this or that 
sage. There are transitory reminde 
that Mr. Damrosch has a large famillarity 
with the whole body of modern witiale. 
There is, especially in the earlier. and 
liveHer scenes, a frequent suggestion of 
**Die Meistersinger’’ in ‘the music; and 
there are from time to time suggestions 
of other Wagnerian. works, of the later 
Verdi, and even lesser men, but niore 
generally in spirit than in actual forms. 
There are, it may also be said, certain 
traits of harmony and modulation so fre- 
quently repeated that they become man- 
nerisms and verge on monotony; and this 
is especially true of the gayer portions of 
the music in the first two acts. 

Mr. Damrosch has been succeséful in 
giving characterization, through music, to 
his chief personages—tneir natures, their 
doings, and the development of their emo- 
tions. Cyrano and Roxane are admirably 
thus expressed in the music, and this is 
no small achievement of the ‘Ivrie drama- 
tist. He has been successful in giving 
musical heightening to the scenes in the 
first two acts, to:the interrupted: drama 
in the hall of the Hotel de Bourgogne, 
the duel scene, the meeting of Cyrano 
with Roxane, and then in the second act 
to the lively gathering of the pastry 
cooks and the boisterous Gascony cadets, 
the writing of Cyrano’s letter, the en- 
counter of Christian with Cyrano. In 
the first’'act the music for the mimic play 
in the archaic French style is cleverly 
made. both in its melodic form and its 
instrumental effect. The music of the 
“Bal'tad of the Duel,” does not, perhaps, 
quite rise to the importance of the situa- 
tion, one of the striking moments in the 
drama; but it is rhythmically _ seizing. 
The composer has curiously failed here, 
however, to present the real point of the 
affair. Cyrano sings, ‘‘T touch as I end 
the refrain,’’ meaning thereby to vaunt 
his skill in ‘being able to “‘ touch,” not as 
his opponent may give him opportun- 
ity, but at.the precise moment when he 
himself may choose—and he “‘ touches” 
before he. ends the refrain. 

The interview between Cyrano and 
Christian in the second ,act has excellent 
qualities; but a quicker movement in the 
flow of the declamation would have. bet- 
tered its. effect. Against this scene and 
against much of the last two acts the 
reproach may lie that they move too 
slugetshly, and increasingly so to the end; 
that is to say, the declamation is too much 
retarded by the music, and especially too 
much interrupted by the orchestral. pas- 
sages which break in upon the speech of 
the: characters. Mr. Dam has lin- 
gered too long over his expression, where 
a quicker movement is easily posgible. He 
fills out the melodic line too much with 
the orchestra, while the singer waits to 
complete his phrase, a Boys iy sepa to 
begin a new one. discrim- 
inated enough at tinnnae bonnenn ges 
that are either comic in their motive or 
simply connective, and hence to be quickly 
pushed forward or even made voluble. and 
those of emotional import.
